As noted, there is a long way 
to go. And in a close election, 
there are many unforseen de- 
velopments which can alter the 
course of events. 

Probably the one prediction 
on which both Statehouse Re- 
publicans and Democrats would 
most likely agree is that voters 
will split their ballots—and that 
neither party can expect either 
a sweep or a shutout. 

In general, the Statehouse

Council Discusses Grading 
Issue, Hires New Fireman 


Climaxing a three-weeks con- 
troversy over methods of se- 
lecting candidates for jobs on 
the city police and fire depart- 
ments, the city council Monday 
night voted to employ Donald 
Hayes, 31, of 3233 Aubrey Ave., 
as a pipeman on the Granite 
Hayes is 
to report for duty Jan, 1. 

Approval of the appointment 
under a recommendation of the 
Board of Fire and Police Com- 
missioners which was sent to 
the council nearly a month ago 
followed appearance at Monday 
night’s meeting of Ralph Elliott, 
chairman of the fire and police 
board, and board members 
Warren Decatur and Miss Hetty 
Sheppard, to answer questions 
of .aldermen regarding board 
procedure in rating applicants 
for police and fire department 
jobs. 

Alderman Emerald Dawes 
who held up Hayes’ appoint- 
ment two weeks ago with a re- 
quest that board members ap- 
pear before the council to ex 
plain the method of rating job 
applicants told Elliott that he 
believed additional, merit points 
for military service should be 
included on examination grades 
and ratings before they are 
sent to the council. 

Dawes said also that he re- 
sented the fire and police 
board’s publication of a letter 
in the newspaper explaining its 
grading procedure before first 
giving the answer to council 
members. 

Set by Law 

Eliott replied that the meth. 
ods followed by the board in 
rating job applicants are estab- 
lished by state law and “are not 
arbitrary actions of the board.” 
Elliott explained that when ex- 

minations are given, appli 
cants are listed by number and 
not by name and that only the 
applicant knows his own grade. 

Dawes had protested the rec 
ommendation for Hayes’ ap- 
pointment on grounds that 
Hayes was lower on the list of 
eligible candidates than another 
candidate who complained to 
Dawes about his being bypassed 
on the list 

Elliott explained that grades 
are changed because candidates 
with military service are award- 
ed five extra points. At one 
time during the meeting, Elliott 
Dawes and Alderman Paul 
Schuler went over the grading 
list, but Elliott explained he 
could not discuss the list pub- 
licly because the names on the 


list cannot be disclosed. 

Dawes said: he was not ques- 
tioning the appointment because 
he realized the appointee was 
well qualified, but that he did 
object to the procedure of the 
council receiving grade listings 
before extra points are added 
for military service. 

Following the discussion Al- 
derman Clyde Boyd moved for 
approval of the fire and’ police 
board recommendation to em- 
ploy Hayes. The motion was 
approved by unanimous vote.

Text of a report issued Tues- 
day by the Madison County 
Grand Jury follows: 

The fact that an investigation 
by this Grand Jury concerning 
Pontoon Beach has. received 
widespread publicity through- 
out the county through every 
news media and speculation 
has arisen concerning this, it 
is deemed fit and proper that 
a report be made of the Grand 
Jury findings of its investiga 
tion for the benefit of the peo- 
ple of this county and also of 
Pontoon Beach. 

It is a recognized fact that 
politics in Pontoon Beach have 
played an extreme part in 
many of the rumors that have 
been spread. 

We have heard mostly ru 
mors, unsubstatiated by fact 

Tt has been discovered that, 
when people state that other 
people will testify as to definite 
knowledge of an illegal activ- 
ity, we have found ‘that they 
cannot. 

They also have only heard 
the rumors. Over 30 people 
were subpoenaed in this inves- 
tigation 

The Grand Jury finds that a 
preliminary investigation had 
begun by the State’s Attorney 
several weeks prior thereto. 

The State’s Attorney should 
not have allowed the Grand 
Jury to proceed on such a 
large-scale investigation on un- 
substantiated rumors and that 

though there are several 
charges that have arisen be 
cause of this — these matters 
could have been handled other 
wise. 
The publicity concerning this 
regrettable. 
The matter concerning Pon 
toon Beach arose primarily 
from people speaking to their 
supervisor and to a newspaper 
reporter, which reporter con- 
ferred with another supervisor 
to arrange a secret meeting 
with the foreman of the Grand 
Jury, and not in the presence 
of the whole Grand Jury. 

About a dozen people attend 
ed that meeting along with the 
newspaper reporter, This pro: 
cedure was contrary to law and 
illegal. 

The proper channel for pre 
senting information to the 
Grand Jury is the State's At 
torney; and, if he fails to act 
then matters should be present 
ed to judge 

It is improper 
cate directly or 
the Grand Jury. 

And seeking unofficial volun 
teer communications to the 
Grand Jury through whatever 
means and inviting them to 
start, on their own authority, a 
prosecution, is a contempt of 
court and a misdemeanor at 
common law

are not allowed to intrude 
themselves to the grand jury 
since generally such parties are 
actuated by private enmity and 
seek merely the gratification of 
their personal malice.” 


For whatever reasons in this 
matter, having a member of 
the grand jury meet separate 
and apart from the rest of the 
panel in this case cannot be 
tolerated. 

We recommend that the 
State’s Attorney file the neces- 
sary papers for contempt of 
court against the three primary 
people involved (although ev. 
eryone in attendance at that 
meeting is involved), and we 
note that this has been done 
this day. 

The handling, processing, ex 
ecution and suing under present 
contracts ‘that Pontoon Beach 
has that are still unresolved is 
not a criminal matter but civil 

Any bad’ or poor business 
practices in the operation of a 
city, village or government en: 
tity or poor fiscal management 
or policies do not make the 
matters criminal and subject to 
a grand jury investigation. Ade- 
quate civil remedies are else- 
where available. 

It strongly recommended 
that the Village of Pontoon 
Beach use its lawyer at every 
village meeting and confer with 
him extensively about usual 
and proper procedures and le- 
gal matters in the running of 
government, 

The State’s Attorney shall 
remedy the situation when re- 
porters are allowed access to 
witnesses immediately outside 
the Grand Jury room waiting 
to be called and_ interviewed 
about their proposed testimony 
and that he also call this to 
the attention of the Circuit 
Judge. 

The prosecuting attorney 
cities and villages amd the 
State's Attorney have a_ joint 
right to prosecute traffic viol 
tions on roadways and_high- 
ways running through and in 
the district and jurisdiction of 
the cities or villages 

Their own city attorney may 
prosecute any violations. With 
the right of prosecution, there 
is also a right not to prosecute.

(St. Louis Post-Dispatch) 

If you look at it one way, it’s 
easy enough to understand why 
50 leading businessmen. in our 
community allowed themselves 
to. be identified the other day 
with a group called Citizens 
for a Missouri Airport. 

After all, as Mayor Cer- 
vantes pointed out, 47 of 
the 50 live in St. Louis 
County. 

People who live out there 
tend to overlook the signi- 
ficance of an East Side site 
to the economic life of the 
core city. 

But if you look at it another 
way, you might wonder why a 
banker or manufacturer whose 
business is in the city would be 
caught looking the other way. 

The average citizen assumes 
that a guy who is president of 
a big corporation is kept busy 
enough, But it looks as if he 
isn’t. 

Corporations are governed by 
boards of directors, and sooner 
or later, somebody winds up on 
somebody else’s board, 

Some people call it “inter- 
locking.” It has also been 
called mutual back scratching. 

Not that there’s anything 
wrong with it, given the busi- 
ness mores of our time. It’s so 
much a part of the system, as 
a matter of fact, that hardly 
anybody gives a second thought 
to it. But it just naturally be- 
comes a club. 

In St, Louis, the very special 
club, Civic Progress, Inc., re- 
quires that you be head of one 
of our 26 largest corporations, 
or one of our two largest uni- 
versities, or the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Civic Progress makes the ba- 
sic economic decisions for St. 
Louis, even if most of it's mem- 
bers live in the county. 

‘And unlike its long: rapport 
with. our previous mayor, the 
late Raymond R. Tucker, Civic 
Progress fell out some time ago 
with Al Cervantes. 

We imagine Cervantes 
confounded them a little the 
other day with a pledge of 
$35,400,000 from the governor 
of Illinois for mass transit 
to link St. Louis with an 
East Side airport, matched 
with $70,900,000 in federal 
funds. 

Their position—until. they get 
themselves together, I suppose 
-is, “What’s the hurry?” 

The champion interlocker of 
them .gll,is Dave Calhoun, head 
of Firgt Union, Inc., the bank 
holding company that owns St. 
Louis Union Trust and First 
National Bank of St. Louis. 

Calhoun has been the leading 
lion of the business community 
for a couple of decades, and a 
leader of Civic Progress. He's 
for a Missouri airport, too. 

We were checking Standard 
ind Poor’s the other day, and 
is far as we can determine 
Dave Calhoun belings to the 
board of directors of 16 com- 
panies, give or take a few since 
the last edition. Included are 
outfits like Emerson Electric, 
Anheuser-Busch, Interco, Union

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What Is the Rush to Build Airport? 30 Years Isn't Rushing -- St. Louis Mayor Replie 


By A. J. CERVANTES 
Mayor of St. Louis 

The application for the ac- 
quisition of land for our new 
St. Louis metropolitan airport 
is the realization of a goal and 
a dream toward which many in 
the past and present have 
worked for nearly 30 years. 

The City of St. Louis has from 
the very beginning of the age 
of air travel shouldered the to- 
tal responsibility for providing 
an airport for the citizens of 
St. Louis and the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

The first action of the. lead- 
ership of the city in recognition 
of the need of a new airport 
was taken in the 1940s by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann when he 
purchased land at Columbia 
Bottoms as the site for the new 
airport. 

In 1949, his successor, Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst, proposed that 
the new metropolitan airport 
should be located in Illinois. 

Mayor Darst received the sup- 
port of business and_ political 
leaders, as well as the major 
newspapers. But the efforts 
were abandoned three years la- 
ter when it was impossible to 
put together a package that 
would do the job. 

My immediate predecessor, 
the ‘late Raymond R. Tucker, 
was. able to move to the estab- 
lishment of a City-County Air- 
port Commission which had as 
its goal the establishment of a 
new airport. This effort fell 
apart when the county refused 
to provide any resources and 
withdrew from the commission. 

When I became mayor of 

the city in 1965, it was clear 
from reports of all the air- 
lines and from our own com- 
putations that we must find 
a way to provide a new ma- 
jor metropolitan airport if 
we in the St. Louis area 
were to maintain our place 
as an air transportation 
leader in the nation. 

In 1967, the studies of the 
lines indicated that we were 
nearing a crisis—that we must 
find a way to serve approxi- 
mately 20 million air passengers 
by the 1980s 

I could not turn to the state 
for help because they were not 
able to provide funds to meet 
their own. basic responsibility 
of mental health care, correc- 
tion institutions and other state 
obligations. I was confronted di- 
rectly with the dilemma of 
where to turn. 

During that time, our 
Commission had studied in 
depth the possibilities of ex-

panding Lambert Field to meet 
the potential need and found 
that such an expansion was im- 
possible due to the severe ad- 
verse effect it would have upon 
the neighboring residential and 
industrial land uses. 

The Airport Commission ‘ac- 
quired the services of Horner & 
Shifrin and it was determined 
the best possible site would be 
in Illinois to the east of Down- 
town St. Louis. 

Having no place to turn 
for help in Missouri, I began 
discussions with the leaders 
of Illinois. After our discus- 
sions, they were willing to 
enter into a partnership with 
the City of St. Louis and to 
provide the land, the money, 
and the legal structure that 
would make a new airport 
a reality for the metropoli- 
tan area. 

Through this partnership, 
we will have a new metro- 
politan airport at no addi- 
tional cost in tax dollars to 
the people of St. Louis. 

In fact, another signifi- 
cant step forward in this 
partnership for the health 
and growth of the City of St. 
Louis and the St. Louis 
metropolitan areca occurred 
Dec. 13 when Governor Ogil- 
vie made available to us the 
engineering and construction 
money which will make 
mass transit a reality for 
the City of St. Louis and our 
region. 

There have been many who 
have asked why I would go to 
the State of Illinois about the 
future health of St. Louis. I 
think the events of the last few 
days indicate precisely the 
reason. 

By establishing a partnership 
for our metropolitan area, not 
only have we reached the point 
of making mass transit a re- 
ality, but we are here to com- 
ment upon a new major metro- 
politan airport which is made 
possible by the commitment of 
millions of dollars by the state 
of Illinois. 

At no time have all of those 
who, have criticized this im- 
portant effort stepped forward 
to make available the money 
that would do the job, Because 
we have established this part- 
nership, all, however, — will 
benefit. 

‘As you know, there have been 
many who have recently rushed 
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to. criticize the action we have 
taken. 

Officials who originally en- 
dorsed our efforts turned to 
opposition when it became 
politically popular to be for 
a Missouri site. 

It is time we recognize that 
poiltical gains are one thing 
—and real action to provide 
a prosperous future for the 
City of St. Louis and the en- 
tire metropolitan area is 
much more important. 

It was approximately one year 
ago that the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council endorsed 
the efforts of the state of Illi- 
nois and the City of St. Louis 
to provide a new metropolitan 
airport. 

At that time the resolution 
expressed the fact that the plans 
for an airport located in Illinois 
would completely conform with 
the goals and the plans for this 
region to further build up the 
central ci 

The plans adopted by the 
Council for the future deVelop- 
ment of this region recognized 
the. inescapable reality that the 
future well-being of every part 
of. the metropolitan area is de- 
pendent upon the future well- 
being of the City of St.’ Louis. 

As the mayor, I must, of 
course, speak very specifically 
about the vital importance of 
this new airport to our city. 

We in the central city of this 
region are faced with the same 
economic problems that confront 
every central city in the U.S 

The outward migration of in- 
dustry and people continues to 


drain away resources needed to 
maintain the vitality of the city 
and the central business core 
of the entire metropolitan area. 

The importance of maintain- 
ing and expanding the develop- 
ment of the central business 
area was, recognized by the 
Gateway Council when it adopt- 
ed the two alternative land use 
plans for the metropolitan area, 
both of which emphasize the de- 
velopment .of the city and its 
central business district. 

A new St. Louis metropolitan 
airport at the Columbia-Waterloo 
site in Illinois will bring im- 
portant new life to the central 
city and ‘thus to the entire 
metropolitan area. 

All of the studies con- 
ducted by the City of St. 
Louis, the state of Illinois, 
and the’ state of Missouri 
have indicated the import- 
ance of; locating the new 
metropolitan airport at Co- 
lumbia-Waterloo to our ef- 
forts of redeveloping and 
revitalizing the City of St. 
Louis. 

For example, the Northrup 
report which was prepared 
for the’ state of Missouri 
indicated that the Columbia- 
Waterloo site would provide 
almost twice as many new 
jobs to the residents of the 
City of St. Louis, 6,000 new 
jobs, as would the location 
of a new airport at either 
the Smartt or Dardenne sites 
in Missouri. The same could 
be said of all Missouri sites 
considered. 

The Northrup report goes on 


to speak in terms of the total 
income generated by a second 
airport. 

It found that, by 1990, the City 
of St. Louis would realize. an 
additional $17,383,000 a year in- 
come from the Columbia-Water- 
loo site compared to approxi- 
mately $8 million from the St. 
Charles-Smartt site and approx 
mately $13 million from the 
Dardenne site. 

Neither of the alternative 
sites proposed by Missouri have 
proven to be feasible airport 
sites. 

But the important point is that 
all studies agree that the new 
St. Louis metropolitan airport 
located at Columbia - Waterloo, 
Ill, will have the greatest posi- 
tive economic impact upon the 
City of St. Louis. 

It has been a long, hard, 
thirty-year struggle to reach the 
point we are at today. What is 
most important, however, is that 
we have arrived and we are 
ready to move ahead to develop 
a new metropolitan airport 
which will insure the economic 
health and future of the city 
and the entire metropolitan 
area. 

We have a site which has 
proved technically feasible. We 
have a site which is in conform- 
ance with the plans for the 
metropolitan area as adopted 
by the Gateway Council. 

Most importantly, we have 
the commitments of Illinois for 
the $15 million which enables 
us to enter this application to 
the federal government

More Should Take 
Vaccine to Avoid 
Measles--Yoder 


(Copley News Service 

SPRINGFIELD — Though 
measles cases reported in Illi- 
nois are currently holding the 
normal rate for this period of 
the year, Illinois Public Heatlh 
Department officials continue to 
predict that the state will e» 
rience a measles epidemic 
coming weeks. 

Dr, Franklin D. Yoder, direc 
tor of the Public Health Depart 
ment, said that between 70 and 
100 are presently being 
reported weekly, scattered gen- 
erally throughout the state 

This figure, he said, is nor- 
mal for this season; the depart- 
ment probably won't know until 
after the first of the year 
whether there are indeed signs 
that the predicted epidemic is 
shaping up. 

Despite development of a 
su ful vaccine of mea- 
sles in 1964, Dr. Yoder said, 
its use has not been wide- 
spread enough to check de- 
velopment of the disease. 
“Unless this condition _ is 

halted and reversed," Dr. Yoder 
said, “we can expect an epi- 
demic of major proportions with 
the next year.” 

He added that the widespread 
scattering of reports from 
hroughout Illinois on present 
cases indicates “the 
work is definitely there. We are 
still predicting that an epidemic 
is going to occur 

Efforts have been stepped up 
recently provide many 
children as possible with the 
vaccine through —community- 
wide immunization clinics 

Measles has been cited by 
James Donoho, head of the de- 
partment’s State Immunization 
Project, as being “‘one of the 
most serious of childhood dis- 
eases," because of the frequen- 
cy of serious complications and 
after-effects. 

These include deafness, 
néss or mental retardation, 
which reportedly occur in 
roughly one out of every thou- 
sand measles cases 

The public Health Depart- 
ment keeps tabs on the report- 
ing of such disease as measles 
and polio. This way, the depart- 
ment can tell residents what 
precautions are to be taken if 
the disease shows of

From their tough battlefield 
experience as medical corps- 
men, these veterans are draw- 
ing the lessons that are helping 
critically injured persons to 
survive at home. 

In less than five months since 
U dedicated the state’s first re- 
gional trauma center here at 
St. John’s Hospital, more than 
3,000 patients have received 
fast and expert help. 

The mortality rate is 2.2 per 
hundred—a rate comparable to 
that in Vietnam, the lowest for 
any war in our history. 

This is the best proof that 
the statewide plan for care of 
he critically injured is working 
in Illinois. 

Regional centers have been 
established also at the follow- 
ing hospitals, all of which have 
a medical school association: 

St. John’s, Springfield; Doc- 
tors Memorial, Carbondale; St. 
Francis, Peoria; St. Anthony’s, 
Rockford; Burnham City, 
Champaign; Evanston Hospital, 
Evanston; Cook County, Chi- 
cago; and Loyola University 
Medical Center, Maywood. 

Last Saturday I opened the. 
special statewide center for all 
critically injured Illinois chil- 
dren at Children’s Memorial 
Hospital in Chicago. 

These centers are staffed to 
provide the best care possible 
for persons with multiple, 
terrible Injuries. 

Not everyone, however, 
requires this high a level 
of care, sometimes far 
from home and family. 

That’s why we are also 
establishing a network of 
area and local trauma cen- 
ters to complete what is 
the first such system any- 
where in the country. 
Trauma, in medical patlance, 

means any kind of physical in- 
jury. 

St. Joseph’s Hospital in Joliet 
is the first areawide center. 

Local centers have been es- 
tablished at St. Francis Hospi- 
tal, Litchfield, and Abraham 
Lincoln Memorial Hospital, Lin- 
coln. 

One of. the major tools to 
test the effectiveness of the 
new Illinois Plan is the com- 
puter network that links trau- 
ma centers to a master com- 
puter at the University of Illi- 
nois medical center in Chicago. 

With this system, we. have 
continuing statistics that show 
how many critically injured 
persons who might have died 
or been left crippled are being 
restored to a full life. 

Two central roles the 
Vietnam medical corpsmen 
are playing in each trauma 
center are those of instruc- 
tors and coordinators. 

Many of them have had 20 
years or more of experience 
Seeing and aiding men critical- 
ly injured by gunfire, mines 
and_accidents. 

While the causes of ac 
here are different, the injuries 
many times are similar, in that 
several areas of the body are 
affected, and certain vital signs 
require constant attention. 

As instructors, the trauma co- 
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ordinators— as we call the re- 
turned medical corpsmen— will 
work first with ambulance driv- 
ers and attendants. 

After police, they are the 
first line of defense against the 
poor handling of accident vic- 
tims that has contributed so 
heavily to aggravating the vic- 
tims’ injuries. 

Another critical role that 
Jaw enforcement men and 
ambulance personhel will 
assume is to determine how 
skilled a level of treatment 
—local, area or regional— 
is required. 

Modern radio communi- 
cations with surgeons on 
duty at trauma centers will 
permit on+the-scene consul- 
tations on each doubtful 
case. 

The Illinois Plan has already 
attracted national notice, .and 
several states have sent repre- 
sentatives here to consult with 
the doctors who head the proj- 
ect, 

Our aim is to try to provide 
throughout Illinois the kind of 
fast and expert service that is 
the model of the. Vietnam war 
zones. 

Yet we must cover an area 
far greater than the battle 
zones, and try to provide ser- 
vice in isolated rural areas as 
well as in the cities. 

I think it’s glear already that 
we are saving live: 

‘And I am hopeful that we 
will continue. to improve ser- 
vice to the. critically injured in 
Illinois, so that no one dies 
needlessly, or suffers from a 
permanent disability that could 
have been prevented. 

The response to date from the 
medical profession and the 
state’s hospitals has been tre- 
mendous. 

With their help, the Tlinois 
Plan can become the model for 
the nation,

November Canal Freight 4.2 Million Tons 


Freight shipped through the 
Chain of Rocks Locks and Ca- 
nal during November increased 
slightly over that of October, 
but dropped substantially from 
shipments during November 
1970, the U.S. Corps of Engi- 
neers reported this week. 

November shipments totaled 

350 tons, slightly above the 

211,852 tons in October but 
lower than the 4,496,176 in No- 
vember of 1970.

Applications still are needed 
from individuals in Madison and 
Bond counties who are interest- 
ed in offering their homes for 
the foster care of teen agers, 
according to the Edwardsville 
District Office of the Depart- 
ment of Children and Family 
Services. The department said 
that out of 87 responses, only 16 
applicants proved to be good 
prospects for the care of teen- 
age foster children. 

According to Joel R. Strayer,

To the Editor: 

I attended my third Madison 
County Mental Health 708 board 


by the fact that nothing was ac- 
complished at a time of critical 
budget problems for the Gran- 
ite City Clinic, limiting severely 
the number of cases they can 
treat and a fifth request for a 
small pro-rated appropriation 
for a school counselor training 
program. 

Action on these requests was 
tabled for the third and fourth 
times, respectively. 

Basically, nothing was ac- 
complished because the board 
chairman refused to accept the 
legal advice of Assistant State's 
Attorney ‘“Zeke’’ Smith, that the 
board had a quorum present. 

Naturally, if all, or even one 
more member had been pres- 
ent the problem might not have 
arisen. However, since there 
was some doubt by certain 
board members and non-board 
members that Sylvester Bugger 
was actually still a member of 
the board, a quorum might not 
be present pending the court 
decision on this matter in Jan- 
uary. 

I’m not attacking Chairman 
Yemm's action because, even 
though he didn’t accept the 
legal advice, he did what he felt 
was right and he, rightly so, 
was reluctant to get any 708 
Board decisions in controversy. 

My point is that when one 
agrees to be on a board of any 
organization, public or private, 
one accepts also that responsi- 
bility of attending each board 
meeting and fulfilling the du- 
ties. 

If they are not present and a 
quorum is not met, no concrete 
work can be accomplished, 
wasting people's time and, in 
this case, taxpayers’ money 
who paid the expenses of those 
men who attended—not to men- 
tion the people hurt by lack of 
the services funded in part by 
the 708 Board. 

T have yet to see all seven 
708 Board members at a single 
708 meeting. 


WITHHOLD MY NAME 


Yule Customs Change But Christmas 
Still Much Like the Good Old Days

Remember when the Christ- 
mas tree was a green fir or 
pine, painted only by nature? 

Or when,even Mom and Dad 
hung their stockings. on the 
fireplace mantle Christmas 
Eve? 

Or when kids were approach- 
ing their teens before they 
found out much about that won- 
drous old gentleman, Kris 
Kringle? 

All that and more was before 
the birth of America’s so-callled 
affluent society a few decades 
ago, before the Yuletide gift 
industry began to burgeon into 
a multi-million-dollar seasonal 
enterprise. 

Did the affluent society snuff 
out the traditional American 
Christmas, brought to this 
country across the Atlantic by 
the Pilgrims? 

And what about peace on 
earth, good will toward men? 
Has it become strictly a hollow 
phrase which comes and goes 
with each Christmas holiday? 

None of these questions has 
pat answers one way or the 
other. Yet each raises some 
doubts as to whether Ameri- 
cans observe Christmas as they 
did earlier in this century. 

Without passing judgment, 
let's look at some of the 
changes over the years: 

The Yuletide tree of another 
era was a rich dark green, 
freshly cut from the forest. To- 
day, it is likely to be plastic 
and just about any color you 
want, from cerise to baby blue. 

Or, if you must have a 
natural tree, you may have 
to look a while to find one 
that isn’t scrawny. 

‘That’s because the handsome 
trees have been air-brushed in- 
to multi-colored triangles, or 
flocked with white or red snow, 
or maybe blue. 

The 75-cent tree which used 
to go on sale at the corner va- 
cant lot is no more, You can 
get a fair tree for $5 to $7.50, 
put $10 will buy you a far more 


hardy one. 
‘As tor the old custom of the 


folks pinning up their stockings 
with those of the kids, it’s not a 
lost but certainly a rare Yule 
custom today. 
The parents usually are too 
busy doing the last-minute pre- 
* 


Christmas Eve chores. to have 
time for such a luxury. 

The really young still are 
thrilled by Christmas. 

They haven't come to realize 
that Christmas traffic is so con- 
gested and dangerous that one 
Christmas Eve night there were 
25 auto crash fatalities in Los 
Angeles. 

Unhappily, the Christmas 
holiday is one which keeps the 
National Safety Council busy 
counting traffic deaths up into 
the hundreds, an American toll 
greater than that for most 
months in Vietnam 

There are those, of course, 
who will argue that the “good 
old days” were not all that 
good and that it takes a good 
deal of myopia to look back on 
everything as better then than 
now, especially at Christmas 
time. 

How about the Great Depres- 
sion of the 1930s, they ask, 
when thousands of Americans 
were jobless, there was scarce- 
ly enough money in many fam- 
ilies for a Christmas dinner and 
certainly not enough for more 
than token gifts for the chil- 
dren? 

And what about the Yule din- 
ners served to the homeless by 
the Salvation Army, the all- 
night missions and the 
churches? 

All this happened, to be sure. 
And, ironically, it still is hap- 
pening in this richest nation in 
world history. 

‘The unfortunate often still are 
as hungry at Christmas time as 
they are during the rest of the 
year. 

‘And the Salvation Army, the 
missions and churches are just 
as busy as they were at Christ- 
mas 40 years ago. 

The advent of the affluent so- 
ciety has brought other marked 
changes in Christmas. 

The greeting card industry, 
with great imagination, has 
built an empire on the Yule 
season and other times of cele- 
bration, such as birthdays, wed- 
dings, anniversaries, Mother’s 
and thea Father’s Day, etc. 

Early in this century 
most Christmas cards were 
hand-written notes, penned 
by one friend to another, 

a sort of personal thing 

that endured from year to 

year. 


Grand Jury Right in Rejecting ‘Sin’ Label 
But Village Procedures Should Be Altered 


The Madison County Grand Jury in its 
report Tuesday on activities in the Village of 
Pontoon Beach decided that it lacked “adequate 
evidence of extortion by law enforcement offi- 
cials, nor large-scale or organized gambling, 
prostitution or drug traffic.”” 

We agree generally with this conclusion, 
and we had not jumped aboard the bandwagon 
of calling Pontoon Beach a “‘sin city,” as two 
newspapers and a number of broadcast sta- 
tions had done. 


We nevertheless have the impression that 
the administration of Village President Thomas 
Staicoff has been a bit easy-going, a mite too 
relaxed and jovial, about matters that could 
have serious implications if carried to an ex- 
treme: 

The administration has admittedly been 
willing to ‘‘waive rules and technicalities’ where 
it believed such waiver is ia the best interest of 
Pontoon Beach and its residents; this sounds 
good on the surface, but it relies on personal 
judgment and perhaps too-hasty evaluations. 

Such an informal approach could never 
be an accepted substitute for a formal system 
of laws, since laws that are unjust can always 
be amended. When rules are written and wide- 
ly known and understood, both law enforce- 
ment officers and the citizenry have more of a 
fighting chance to perform their respective 
duties, 

The Grand Jury “found a trustee interest- 
ed directly or indirectly in contracts for the 
performance of work for the village in which 
he has been called upon to vote, and we find 
that there is a conflict of interest and are re- 
turning an indictment on the same.” This 
charge will need to be resolved in court, and 
the entire village board ought to keep it in 
mind in its future official transactions. 

‘The jury. also xecommiended! that 
plaints be filed against two people for failing to 
register under the Assumed Name_ Business 
Act.” If there is greater registration, the village 
may be better able to avoid potential interest 
conflicts, since it will be aware of who is op- 
erating the firms from which it makes purchases. 

Food for thought also was provided for 
Pontoon Beach officials by the following Grand 
Jury comments: 

“The prosecuting attorney and 
villages and the State’s Attorney have a joint 
right to prosecute traffic violations on roadways 
and highways running through and in the dis- 
trict and jurisdiction of the cities or villages. 
Their own (village) attorney may prosecute an 
violations. ‘With the right of prosecution, there 
is also a right not to prosecute. The voiding or

Carolers tour neighborhoods 
and people visit residences and 
nursing homes, not for direct 
personal reward but to give life 
and meaning to their desire that 
the holiday season be as happy 
as possible for everyone. 

Not really cynical, though 
on occasion they may sound 
like it, Quad-Cityans are 
“softies” when the chips are 
down... when they hear of 
a crisis or tragedy and be- 
come aware that their as- 
sistance could be helpful. 

In a nutshell, their hearts 
go out to all the “Bob Crat- 
chits” in the world. 

The “Ebenezer Scrooges” 
receive local residents’ 
scorn, if unreformed, and 
their warm good wishes, if 
a particular Scrooge has 
mellowed and become dedi- 
cated to the well being of 
others. 

Goodness and villainy always 
have existed, and one need look 
no farther than the Victorian 
era in England to-see them in 
classic confrontation. 

Through this ‘A Christmas 
Carol,” published in 1843, 
Charles Dickens tured the 
essence of what forever will be 
the perfect Christmas story, the 
clearest portrayal of the Christ 
mas spirit 

Visualize a big, candle-lit Yule 
tree, glittering with tinsel and 
loaded with gifts tied with col- 
ored ribbons. The tree stands 
in the drawing room of a Lon. 
don gentleman’s home 

His children —a little, pink- 
cheeked girl and a boy in velv 
knickerbockers and lace collar 

romp in front of a crackling 
jog fire, 

A door opens. and in comes 
Nanny, stiff in starched bonnet 
and apron, to take the young- 
sters off to bed. It’s Christmas 
Eve and a big day lies ahead 

A few miles away, in Lon- 
don’s rat-infested slums, a poor 
wretch shares thin broth and 
crusts of bread with her hungry, 
ragged children — and wonders 
if there will be enough fuel for 
a fire on Christmas Day. 

It is the world of Charles 
Dickens—a grey, grimy, usually 
bustling city that now is hushed 
by the approach of Christmas, 
its stern outlines softened under 
a mantel of fresh snow. 

The snow falls on roofs 
and steeples and descends 
into narrow, winding streets. 
It settles on a group of car- 
olers grouped on a street 
corner under the yellow 
light of a lantern. 

The flakes of white also 
fall on a cloaked gentleman 
in curly brimmed topper 
and on his crinolined, caped 
and bonneted lady as they 
alight from their carriage to 
enter an elegant home 
aglow with festive cheer. 

The quiet flakes flutter down 
into dark alleys where equally 
quiet footpads lurk, into dreary 
streets from which urchins 
emerge to beg a copper from a 
passerby, 

Dickens's London is a city of 
palaces and debtors’ prisons, of 
fine townhouses and crowded 
workhouses, of warm, happy 
homes where the kettle boils 
merrily on the hearth. And of 
cold, cheerless orphanages 
where the only warmth is a 
birch rod applied to a misbe- 
having boy. 

Dickens knew both worlds and 
wrote feelingly about them. 

A master of vivid description,

He not only thrilled his read. 
ers with his stories but wrung 
pity from their hearts with his 
descriptions of the desperate 
misery of the poor. 

Into his fictional plots he 
wove a thread of awful truth 
about social evils of the day 

It would be impossible to say 
how many social and economic 
reforms were inspired by the 
famed champion of the under 
dog. 

By his brilliant presentation 
of the contrasts of human life- 
richness and poverty, vice and 
innocence, age and childhood 
birth and death, happiness and 
misery—he moved pauper and 
king alike 

Always a moralist, he was 
never more so than at Christ 
mas, when he sought doub! 
hard to recall and uphold the 
virtues of charity, love, family 
fidelity and household happi 
ness. This he was able to do 
despite imperfections w h ic 
marred his own domestic life 

Particularly he saw the holi 
days as a time for children: 

“It is good to be children 
sometimes, and never bet- 
ter than at Christmas, when 
its mighty Founder was a 
child Himself.” 

It was the season of the ye 
when his concern for the plight 
of poor, unloved children, stem 
ming from memories of his own 
neglected childhood, was most 
eloquently expressed. 

He wrote other Christma:

ays it all 

It has all the classic ingredi 
ents and still makes fine Christ 
mas reading in 1971—ideal for 
a cold winter's night and a cozy 
fireside. 

It is avsimple story despite 
the inclusion of chain-rattling 
ghosts whose frightening visions 
convert a bold, mean heart into 
a joyous well of good will 
toward men. 

The horrifying moans of the 
dead Morley can still send 
shivers down one's spine. 

The vision of crippled Tiny 
Tim (no, not the long-haired 
singer of today), clinging to 
Cratchit’s back and ailing for 
want of food, was enough to 
wring tears from -the unsophis 
ticated Victorian reader. It still 
has a deep impact 

Cratchit represented the down 
trodden class, exploited and 
mistreated by persons who were 
in a position to be more gener- 
ous but were too hard-hearted 
to yield to their finer instincts 

The story lives on as a touch 
ing, delightful and nostalgic 
dramatization of the Christmas 
spirit 

‘And, while some may regard 
it as overly sentimental, the 
book has a’ social message of 
much more than_ historical 
importance. 

Born in a home on Illinois 
Avenue in Granite City the 
same year that the Great 
Depression began, we know 
from personal _ recollection 
that difficult times did not 
end with Dickens’ 19th Cen- 
tury. 

‘The record number of re- 
quests for Christmas aid to 
Quad-City families this 
month bears out the fact 
that human want remains 
with us.

°65, then it was updated to Bra- 
sil ’66 and just recently, with 
an eye on the future, it was 
changed to Brasil '77. 

“The new name will help 
keep our future orientation in 
the public consciousness,” ex- 
plained the young beared Men- 
des. “It means no one can 
think of us as living in the 
past, rehearsing old sounds. We 
have never done that, but con- 
fusion can arise over labels.’

Last year, the board borrowed 
$400,000 to finance operations 
of the schools in advance of 
this year’s tax collection. 

Deficit spending in the dis- 
trict has continued at an ac- 
cellerated pace the past several 
years and despite a 40-cent tax 
rate increase passed by refer- 
endum late in 1969. 

Taxes levied for Venice schools 
this year amounted to $742,416, 
While the board adopted a defi- 
cit budget totaling $2,270,907 for 
the 1970-71 fiscal year. 

Balances’ Nov. 30 in the di 
trict accounts totaled — $11,052 
educational fund; $34,532, build- 
ing fund; $30,919, transportation 
fund; $24,990 fire and safety 
fund; $21,779, Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund; $60,415 bonds 
and interest fund; $9,388, spe- 
cial education building fund; 
$128,183 working cash fund; 
and $11,189, junior college 
fund. 

The educational fund which 
finances physical operation of 
the schools, such as teachers’ 
salaries, was augmented Mon- 
day night by transferring $100,- 
000 from the working cash fund. 


Funds Transferred 

An additional $15,000 was 
transferred from working cash 
to Venice-Lincoln Technical 
Center fund, leaving only a 
$13,000 balance in the working 
cash fund. 

Expenditures during Novem- 
ber, including salaries, totaled 
$79,424 from the educational 
fund alone. Disbursements from 
other district funds are sub- 
stantially lower. 

Noting that federal and state 
agencies finance operations at 
Venice-Lincoln adult vocational 
center, Supt. John O. Pier 
pointed out, however, that pay- 
ment of current expenses is 
made by the district with reim- 
bursement from the sponsoring 
agencies after claims are sub- 
mitted. 

Several checks have been re- 
ceived, bul reimbursement pay- 
ments still are lagging behind, 
Pier said, 


State Funds Overdue 


Supt. Pier said that Illinois 
Public Aid still owes $44,566 for 
expenses during August and 
September, with claims yet to 
be turned in for October, No- 
vember and December. 

Also owing the Venice district 
is $27,549 for operation of the 
WIN program, covering a 12 
month period from October 
1970. 

The Title III program still 
owes $8,200 for October, with 
November and December 
claims to be submitted, and the 
WIN Child Care expenses of 
$5,172 for July and August still 
remain ynpaid, with Septem- 
due, the school official told the 
ber through December claims 
board. 

Reimbursement from the 
sponsoring agencies is notably 
slow, usually two to three 
months in arrears, Supt. Pier 
said. Board Member Jack Tol- 
liver asked if anything can be 
done to speed up payments, 
but was told by Pier that every 
effort has been made to get 
payments quickly with little ef- 
fect.

Generally Stable, U.S. Says 


Price control spot checks 
made by Internal Revenue 
Agents in retail stores through- 
out Illinois indicated generally 
stable prices—but some misun- 
derstanding of the requirement 
for retailers to display their 
list of base prices. 

In making this announcement, 
Jay G. Philpott, district direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue for cen- 
tral and southern Illinois, ex- 
plained that food retailers are 
required to display prominently, 
at the place of sale, base prices 
of all food items except raw ag- 
ricultural products. 

In addition, all merchants 
must post a list of the 40 items 
in each store department which 
have the highest sales volume. 
However, if less than 40 items 
account for half or more of the 
department's sales, only these 
items need to be listed. 

Small retailers with annual 
sales volume under $100,000 
may consider themselves a sin- 
gle department. 

Philpott emphasized that 
although the base price lists 
are not required to be post- 
ed until Jan, 1, 1972, no 
price increases are allowed 
until after the base prices 
are posted. 

Further, all retailers must 
display at least one sign on 
each floor of their establishment 
stating that base prices infor- 
mation is available. 

The sign must be at least 
22x28 inches and should read as 
follows: 


Ruling Clears Way for 
Congressional Election 


Attorney General William J. 
Scott said in an opinion this 
week that the old State Elec- 
toral Board continues tempo- 
rarily to have the authority it 
possessed before adoption of the 
Constitution of 1970. 

‘The opinion, requested by Sec- 
retary of State John W. Lewis, 
clears the way for a special 
primary and election in the 
15th Congressional District to 
name a successor to Congress- 
woman Charlotte T. Reid, who 
resigned. 

The General Assembly re- 
cessed without implementing a 
section of the new Constitution 
providing for creation of a bi- 
partisan “State Board of Elec- 
tions which shall have general 
supervision over the administra- 
tion of registration and election 
laws throughout the state.” 

Scott said that, under the cir- 
cumstances, the old board con- 
tinues to have authority and 
can oversee the special Con- 
gressional_ primary scheduled 
for Feb. 15. The board is com- 
posed of the governor, secre- 
tary of state, attorney general, 
state auditor, state treasurer 
and the Republican and Demo- 
cratic state chairmen. 

‘The opinion, in the absence of 
implementing legislation, allows 
the board to supervise future 
balloting. Any other interpreta- 
tion, Scott said, “would — not 
only result in great confusion 
but would be absurd.

“Although the posting require- 
ments are an inconvenience to 
some retailers, we have found 
that they want to cooperate 
with us in administering the 
President's _ stabilization pro- 
program,” Philpott said. ‘They 
recognize the customer's right 
to know what the base prices 
are for the merchandise in the 
store.””

Fighting Pollution Costly; 
Bills Are About to Be Sent 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 
Springfield — Talk is cheap, 
combating pollution is expens- 
ive, and a number of Illinois 
communities are about to find 
themselves caught in the 
crunch of ‘putting their money 
where their rhetoric is.”” 
William L. Blaser, director 
of the state’s Environmental 
Protection Agency, has an- 
nounced that 82% of the sewage 
treatment facilities in Illinois 
fail to meet the July 1972 
deadline for improving the op- 
erations. 
Many of these haven't even 
begun primary sewage’ treat- 
ment, Blaser said, though the 
deadline was set in 1967 by the 
now-defunct. state Sanitary 
Water Board. 


Many of the communities 
have apparently convinced 
themselves the EPA won't 
take any action if they fail 
to do anything. 

But Blaser has repeated- 
ly warned that they are 
wrong, that the Environ- 
mental Protection Act “has 
teeth and is being enforced.” 
The EPA head listed three 

chief reasons often cited by 
communities which have fatled 
to proceed to meet sewage 
treatment standards and dead- 
lines: 

1.—The mistaken belief that 
the state won't enforce anti 
pollution regulations. 

2 Federal funds are 
peatedly promised but not de- 
livered because of Congression- 
al failure to appropriate enough 
to cover the federal commit- 
ment 


3. — Uncertainty as to what 
the standards are. 

Dealing with the objections in 
order, Blazer said: 

—The state has already taken 
action against industrial _pol- 
luters and some communities, 
and definitely will follow up on 
failure to comply with anti-pol- 
lution regulations. 

—The Mattoon case, alrdeay 
completed, established the pre- 
cedent that cities. cannot use 
as a “stock reason” the excuse 
that federal funds have not 
been delivered, when failure’ to 
comply is shown. 

—By Jan, 31 at the latest, 
exact affluent standards 
will be finalized, so com- 
munities will know exactly 
what the requirements are. 
Blaser stresses that while 

federel funds have not been 
forthcoming in many cases, as 
promised, the state has ade- 
quate funds available to pay the 
state’s promised part of any 
approved project which quali 
fies for aid. 

Originally, the federal 
ernment promised to pay 33% 
of sewage treatment plant con- 
struction costs, but failed to 
appropriate sufficient funds 

Later it upped the federal 
committment to 55% und again 
failed to cover the promise. 

The state provides 25% of the 
cost if federal regulations and 
other requirements are met 
And the state, with $200 mibion 
approved, will be able to meet 
all its obligations, Blaser said 

Also expected by the end of 
January are air and water 
quality standards with solid 
waste regulations expected to 

completed by next June.

Springfield — Don’t ever tell 
the boys in the law enforcement 
division of the conservation de- 
parunent you're a fan of Walt 
Disney. 

To Bill Miller and his staff of 
conservation law enforcers, the 
only thing worse is to mention 
“Bambi”, ‘which is strictly a 
foul five-letter-word in their 
office. 

Not that the fellows are 
ogres — far from it. They 
love their wives and chil- 
dren, they smile at little old 
ladies, they pat dogs. They 
have nothing against dwarfs 
operating mines, or sleeping 
beauties or charming 
princes. 

It’s° just that their job 
traps them solidly between 
the long arm of conservation 
law and the tear-filled public 
eye, particularly where those 
dear little deer are con- 
cerned, 

In Illinois, it is illegal to take 
or keep any one of a number of 
wild animals, among them the 
deer 

In Illinois, regularly 
find a fawn ‘they onvinced 
abandoned” by its mother 
(‘A deer NEVER abandons her 
awn," Miller says) or a fawn 
whose mother has been killed, 
and they decide to adopt it 

Enter the Bambi Syndrome 
which goes into the violent stage 
when the proud owner happily 
submits a picture to his local 
paper, showing the cute fawn 
usually being fondled by a 
charming tyke, often while a 
huge but apparently tender- 
hearted dog looks on.

neyland” — the long arm of the 
law becomes a fist in the pub- 
lic’s misty eye, and Miller be- 
comes a litle less popular than 
Snow White’s stepmother 

“We don't make the laws 
we just enforce them,” Miller 
says. But he doesn’t sound like 
he expects people who illegally 
keep deer-to believe it 

Enforcing the law, where re- 
stricted species are concerned, 
means taking custody of the 
animal and turning it loose 
somewhere among its own kind. 

Sometimes the hand-fed, cod- 
dled product of civilization isn’t 
geared any more to survival in 
the wild and even in a protected 
environment it comes to a bad 
end, which doesn’t do Miller's 
popularity rating with the pre- 
vious custodians good, 
either 

It is possible to get a permit 
to keep deer—or the other re- 
stricted animals—as a breeder, 
but only if the permit is ob- 
tained before the animal is ac- 
quired, and only if the animal 
is acquired from a licensed 
legal breeder in Mlinvis or from 
outside the state 

Under no circumstances can 
the animal merely be taken 
from the wild, Miller said, and 
under no circumstances can a 
permit be issued to anyone who 
already has such an animal in 
his possession 

“We try to discourage people 
from keeping them at all,”” Mil 
ler said. “It just isn’t a good 
idea. There’s nothing cuter, for 
instance, than a soft little baby 
raccoon. But when he gets about 
1 year old he gets. vicious. 

“If it's a female, she gets 
kind of skittish and bites people 
1 So here’s someone with 
30-35 pounds of raccoon they 
can’t handle, running around 
the house, so they decide they'll 
take it out and turn it lose. All 
it does is get into trouble. It 
doesn't know how to forage, and 
it’s just a nuisance.”

PressReemd Youth Focus 


Highlights of Year at SIU-SW Reviewed 


Appointment of the first presi- 
dent, administrative reorganiza- 
tion and budget battles high- 
lighted 1971 at Southern Illinois 
University-Southwestern. 

Dr. John S. Rendleman, who 
had served as chancellor since 
1968, was named president of 
the University Sept. 1, climax- 
ing 20 years of service to the 
SIU system. The appointment 
was part of a year-long decen- 
tralization effort designed to 
give SIU-SW complete autonomy 
hy Dec. 31. 

Reorganization included ap- 
pointment of three vice-presi- 
dents. Dr. Andrew J. Kochman 
was named vice-president and 
provost, Dr. B. D. Hudgens 

e-president for business af- 
airs and Dr, Ramon N. Wil- 
liamson vice-president for stu- 
lent affairs. 

Reorganization came amid 
bitter battles over university 
spending, tuition increase, 
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budget requests and criticism 
of President Rendleman by 
some state officials. 

In January the SIU Board of 
Trustees gave then Chancellor 
Rendleman a unanimous vote of 
confidence following criticism of 
his role as executor of the 
estate of former Secretary of 
State Paul Powell. Prior to the 
trustee meeting students had 
collected several thousand sig- 
natures on a petition supporting 
Rendleman. Deans and admin- 
istrators had adopted a similar 
resolution of endorsement. 

Tuition Increase 

A 43% increase in tuition was 
adopted after the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education called on 
all state-supported universities 
to require state residents to pay 
one-third of the cost of their 
education. The increase was to 
take effect in September, but 
was deferred by the trustees for 
one quarter after President Nix- 
on’s wage-price freeze was an- 
nounced. 

Signs of impending operating 
budget cuts for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 came early. 
The BHE recommended $30, 
516,565 for SIU-SW. In Febru- 
ary the faculty was warned to 
expect a 5 to 10% budget re- 
duction. The legislature and the 
governor finally agreed on an 
appropriation of $26,017,272. 

Cuts were felt even before the 
fiscal year began. A University 
Senate committee assisted the 
administration in a review of 
priorities, to see where reduc- 
tions could be made. 

Operating budgets were re- 
duced about 10% across the 
board. Since personal service 
money represents 75% of the 
operating budget, it was neces 
sary to reduce faculty, staff and 
civil service positions 

More than 100 faculty posi- 
tions were cut, most of which 
were part-time call staff. Phy 
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cal plant and civil service cuts 
totalled 51. A total of 107 cours- 
es were also cut from the: cur- 
riculum. 

Low Priority Programs 

The BHE asked all state uni- 
versities to list low priority 
programs amounting to 15% of 
the current operating budget 
which might be cut from budg- 
ets for next year. President 
Rendleman responded by ask- 
ing university trustees to trim 
$9.7 million from the operating 
budget request. If additional 
cuts have to be made, he in- 
dicated he would reluctantly 
recommend curtailment of the 
new School of Dental Medicine. 

Early in December the BHE 
cut SIU-SW's capital outlay re- 
quest for next year by 95.5%, 
eliminating any possibility ‘of 
relief from crowded classroom 
conditions. The university ha 
the highest classroom ‘space 
utilization rate of any state-sup- 
ported university in Illinois. 
Trustees discarded plans for a 
fine arts building and a physi- 
cal education building because 
they were too costly. 

The only new building opened 
on campus was the Religious 
Center, privately financed. 

University participation in the 
Mississippi River Festival drew 
political fire from Rep. Phillip 
Collins of Chicago, chairman of 
a special House subcommittee 
on higher education, who was 
quoted in Chicago papers as 
saying he was out to “put an 
end to the Festival.” Collins 
called a hearing March 26 on 
the campus and asked key ad- 
ministrators to appear. Harold 
R. Fischer, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, announced 
SIU-SW had contributed $273,630 
toward Festival operatioris over 
a two-year period. The hearing 
demonstrated strong area sup- 
port for the Festival. State Sen. 
Sam Vadalabene introduced le; 
islation to create a Metro-East 
Exposition and Performing Arts 
Authority to erect a permanent 
facility on the SIU-SW campus 
for cultural and community 
events.such as MRF

$25 Million Salaries 
Paid State's Students 


More than $25 million in sala- 
ries was paid during fiscal 1970- 
71 to 53,300 student workers at 
IJinois colleges and universi- 
ties. 

The information was con- 
tained in a survey compiled by 
an ad hoc committee of the Ill- 
inois Joint Council on Higher 
Education. Data were compiled 
from 109 responses to question- 
naires sent to 140 junior col- 
leges and universities in the 
state. Total enrollment of the 

hools which responded was 

282,708. 
, Tax-supported four-year col- 
leges and universities account- 
ed for almost 60% of the enroll- 
ment (151,204) and 70% of stu- 
dent employment (37,053). On 
a percentage basis, tax-support- 
ed four-year institutions pro- 
vided employment for 24.5% of 
their students, compared to 
16.3% for private four-year in- 
stitutions, 12.79% for — private 
junior colleges, and 6.6% for 
public junior colleges. 

Of the total number of dol- 
lars paid in salaries, public in- 
stitutions accounted. for $19,- 
798,081 and private institutions 
for $5,662,439, Overall, $5 of 
every $6 came from institu- 
tional funds, with the other $1 
coming from federal govern- 
ment, 

Based on responses to ques- 
tionmaires, the survey pointed 
out that tax-supported four-year 
institutions not only provided 
employment for the greatest 
number of students but indicate 
the greatest need for additional 
student employes and funds to 
pay them, representing 77% of 
all additional student workers 
needed for total employment. 
The funds needed to employ 
the additional students is esti- 
maded conservatively at about 
$7.6 million. 


St. Louis U. Offers 
Accelerated Program 


A college graduate can now 
acquire a baccalaureate degree 
in nursing in only 12 months 
of study under a newly estab- 
lished accelerated program ini- 
tiated: by the St. Louis Univer- 
sity School of Nursing and Al- 
lied Health Professions. 

Since they have already had 
courses in the natural and so- 
cial sciences and the human- 
ities, the students can devote 
the entire year to specific nurs- 
ing studies. Formerly this type 
of. student would have had to 
spend another four years to at- 
tain the baccalaurate degree in 

* nursing. 

In announcing the new pro- 
gram, Sister Mary T. Noth, 
§, S. M., dean of the St. Louis 
University School of Nursing 
and Allied Health Professions, 
said, “It is believed to be the 
first School in the nation to es- 
tablish such a program.” 
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Franklin Roosevel#f Was 
A Charmer As a Youth 


Editor’s Note: Franklin De- 
Jano Roosevelt, 1882-1945, was 
president of the United States 
during the New Deal and World 
War Il. He was the only presi- 
dent to be reelected three times. 
This is one of a series on what 
famous people were like in their 
teens.

As a teenager, Franklin 
Roosevelt never heard his par- 
ents discuss money. They 
thought it poor taste to talk 
about monetary matters, even 
in front of their own son. 


Before sending 14-year-old * 


Franklin off to school, they de- 
cided to give him a whirl in 
Europe first. When he bicycled 
off on short trips by himself, 
they allowed him only a mini- 
mum of money. He was sup- 
posed to manage it the best he 
could. Returning to America, 
he left for Groton Schoo}. It 
was to be a challenging experi- 
ence for him. 

Franklin was a charmer. He 
was thin almost to gangling 
and his features were aristo- 
cratic. He was also quite so- 
phisticated for his age. None of 
these attributes impressed the 
other pupils. Nor did his ath- 
letic prowess which was al- 
most nil, 

But he was a fun boy. He 
liked people and assumed they 
liked him. Gradually his hap- 
py disposition and uncanny 
ability to make people feel im- 
portant paid off. He became ex- 
tremely popular at Groton. 

At 15, Franklin was primarily 
interested in politics and the 
U.S. Navy. He debated with 
fire and finesse on these sub- 
jects. 

His uncle, a man named 
Theodore Roosevelt, was ap- 
pointed assistant secretary of 
the Navy by President McKin- 
ley. Franklin thought that was 
keen. He read all of the books 
he could find on naval strategy. 

Best of all, he had his own 
about which he sailed around 
Campobello. 

He thought an appointment to 
Annapolis would be groovy. 
However, he was not too un- 
happy when his father per- 
suaded him to to go Harvard 
instead. 

Franklin was a huge social 
success. With his looks, man- 
ners and money, he was the 
debutantes’ dreamboat. Ne w 
York was just one big party 
after another for this answer to 
a maiden’s prayer. 

At one party he glimpsed an 
ungainly, uphappy wallflower 
sitting alone. She was a fifth 
cousin of his and her name was 
Eleanor. She was only 14. 
Franklin asked her to dance.

Airborne Clocks May Gain -- 
But Stewardesses Don't Age 


Clocks moving around the 
world to the west will gain time 
and clocks moving east will lose 
time, even if the clocks are 
mounted on the backs of tur- 
tles, according to professor Jo- 
seph C. Hafele of the Washing- 
ton University physics depart- 
ment. 

Hafele’s late-December__ re 
marks were made to the Phys- 
ics Colloquium at Southern Illi- 
nois University-Southwestern. 

He presented an elementai 
review of the theory and pri 
liminary results of his recent 
around-the-world clock experi- 
ment on an airplane to prove 
Einstein’s Theory concerning 
time. 

The theory briefly. states: that 
moving clocks will run slower 
or faster than a clock at rest 

There are still many people 
who doubt the results or con- 
tend that the effect is too small 
to bother with, Hafele said. But 
he believes his experiment

A St. Louis watchmaker has 
offered to ensure the accuracy 
of Hafele’s clocks, since watches 
are available that lose only one 
second a month. Hafele declined 
the offer, because the cesium 
beam clocks used in his experi- 
ments would lose “maybe one 
second in a million years,” he 
said. 

A popular concern about Ein- 
stein’s Time Theory is the “twin 
paradox"” which contends that 
if one twin traveled in space 
near the speed of light, he 
would be younger on returning 
to earth because time would 
have stood still 

Hafele Says the effect is not 
known, but he is sure that 
stewardesses on flights going 
east (clocks lose time traveling 
in that direction) will not be 
younger than the stewardesses

Veizer Urges New Pistol 
Range, Training Center 


A proposal by Chief of Police 
Ron Veizer that the city build 
@ new pistol range and training 
facility with funds that have 
been held in escrow since sale 
of the city’s old pistol” range 
five years ago was referred to 
the city council’s Police and 
Finance Committees Monday 
night. 

In a letter to Alderman Ever- 
ett Morlen, chairman of the Po- 
lice Committee, which was read 
as a communication to the coun- 
cil as a whole, Veizer noted the 
need for a pistol range and 
training facility for use by po- 
lice officers and auxiliary po- 
lice. 

He asked that the Police Com- 
mittee authorize use of funds 
received from the state of Illi- 
nois in 1966 when the old pistol 
range property in the 1800 block 


of Poplar Street was sold to be 
used partly as right-of-way for 
FA Route 151. 

That part of the property pur- 
chased by the state which was 
not required for right-of-way 
was leased back to the city 
which, in turn, leased the tract 
to the Granite City Jaycees. 
The Jaycees use the property 

«now as a civic center and meet- 
ing place. 

Chief Veizer said after the 
meeting that he hopes to build 
a pistol range and training fa- 
cility, including a building con- 
taining class rooms, on the 
city’s new street department 
property at 23rd and Adams 
streets adjoining the A. H. See- 
bold Co. 

He said the city has $35,000 in 
escrow which is earmarked for 
construction of a new pistol 
range for the police department.

SPRINGFIELD—The journal- 
ism profession will be well rep- 
resented in the 1972 state elec- 
tions in Illinois.

Governor candidate Paul Si- 
mon is a former publisher, edi- 
tor and columnist of a weekly 
newspaper chain in downstate 
Illinois. He still writes a column 
that appears in semi-weelies 
and weeklies throughout the 
state free of charge to the pub- 
lications. 

On the Republican side, Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie’s lieutenant 
governor running mate, State 
Rep. James Nowlan, is editor 
of the Stark County News week- 
ly newspaper. 

And, to boot, Ogilvie himself 
can be described as a budding 
journalist: A few months ago, 
he began writing periodic col- 
umns for publications across 
the state. 

The slating of Pucinski 
and Simon represents, as 
far as is known, the first 
time in the nation’s history 
that either party in any 
state has had two ex-news- 
papermen running at the 
top of a ticket. 

A number of newsmen have 
gone into elective politics in 
this country. 

Congressman Paul Findley 
was a successful weekly news- 
paper publisher in Pittsfield 
and still has publishing interests 
in Pike County. 

It’s amusing that newsmen 
who go into elective politics al- 
ways seem able to attract more 
than their share of publicity. 
Pucinski, Simon and Findley 
are good examples of politicians 
who get more ‘ink” than does 
the typical politician. 

They are reporters-turned- 
politicians who, fully aware of 
the value of publicity, are for- 
ever cranking out press re- 
leases, issuing attention-getting 
policy statements, invading 
pressroonts and looking into tel- 
evision cameras. 

At 30, Nowlan is still a little 
reticent; but in two terms in 
the legislature, he has been able 
to do okay for himself—not only 
because he has been a fine law- 
maker, but also because he 
knows the reporting business,

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| Steel Shipments Show 
A Gradual Resurgence 


Domestic steel shipments con- 
tinued their slow recovery from 
their mid-summer slump dur- 
ing October. But imports still 
accounted for more than one- 
fifth of the total U. S. market 
for steel in that month, 


According to American Iron 
and Steel Institute, mills in this 
country shipped 5,183,000 tons 
of new steel to their customers 
during October. 


This was a gain of 661,000 
tons over September, and an 
increase of 1,480,000 tons over 
August, which saw the lowest 
shipment total in a dozen years. 


October steel imports, how- 
ever, held at a high level — 
1,437,000 tons, This meant that 
foreign steel constituted 22% of 
all steel ‘shipped in the United 
States during the month, 


These continued heavy im- 
ports jntensified the difficulties 
of selling U. S.made steel to 
consumers who were still work- 
ing off inventories stockpiled as 
a hedge against the possibility 
of a steel strike which never 
did occur. 

Through the first 10 months of 
1971, domestic steel shipments 
reached 75,310,000 tons. This 
compares with the 77,831,000 
—_—_-— tons U. S, mills shipped during 

the same period of last year.
